The recent draft calls have all 
been for the Army. The Marine 
Corps drafted 81,430 before discon­ 
tinuing the draft last spring. 
The Navy and the Air Force hive 
depended entirely upon volunteers, 
as the Marines now do, to maintain 
their strength and to achieve the 
gradual buildup all three services 
have been making.
